in yoneral in medicino and surgery. 
In view of several cases that havo 
recently

poisoning, 
tho result 
of inocula- 
tion, 
accidentally 
received 
by 
surgeons, nnd especially in viow of 
the case of a Catholic 
clergyman 
of Now York City, who died by 
reason of blood poisoning,following 
on injury of his thumb, Dr. Terry's 
nxnerieneo 
with 
bromino 
must 
;eom to bo of spcoial importance. 
Ho liss given his 
formula 
to rtio 
world, with explicit 
details 
as, to 
tho treatment.. 
Dr. Terry 
says 
that 
ho has been poisoned 
over 
and over again during 
operations 
or dissection, 
and has novor failod 
to receivo immediato 
relief and 
euro through tho uso of this simplo 
and cheap remedy. 
It is a 
non-metall- 
clement, 
obtained 
from 
sea water and somo saline 
spring, 
and in other ways. 
Ho regards it 
as far superior for many purposes 
lo any other soptic substance. 
In 
his exocrienco 
n surgeon 
becamo 
inoculated with dipthoritio 
poison 
in tho thumb, a very 
serious 
mat-to- r. 
This 
surtreon's 
thumb 
was 
painted with bromine, relief was 
experienced 
immediately, 
and 
within 
thrco 
davs all 
troatment 
was stopped. 
Another 
caso in his 
oxnerienco 
was 
of a boy 
whoso

there has not

a lynching

this territory for nearly a scoro of 
years. 
Tho figures show that there 
woro 101 lynchings 
in 1001, 
four- 
teen less than in 1000. 
Thoro has 
has beon a steady docreaso shown 
sinco 
1802, 
whon 23Q, 
tho 
high-wate- r 
mark, was reached. 
Of tho 101 victims 
of lynching 
in 1901, tho Tribune 
finds that '70 
woro negroes, 23 whites, 
1 Indian 
and 
1 Chinese.

criminal assault for 20; murderous
